WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—<ff>~ 
President Truman today pledged 
a global crusade for "peace, plenty 
and freedom" in a blistering in- 
augural speech denouncing 
the 
"false philosophy" of Communism 
and war. 
The chief executive keyed his 
address to the quickening strug- 
gle between th", democratic Wot 
and the Communist East 
While he cautioned that Ameri- 
ca's material resources are limit- 
ed, Mr. Truman promised to draw 
deeply on the "inexhaustible" re- 
sources of this country's technical 
know-how to help free peoples ev- 
erywhere. 


Communism "holds that wag Is 
Inevitable," Mr. Truman told mass- 
ed thousands In the capitol plaza 
immediately after taking his oath 
of office for a four-year term. 
And even now, he said, it is en- 
dangering attempts to keep world 
peace. 
But he declared that a» a re- 
sult of American efforts "hun- 
dreds of millions of people all 
over the world now agree with 
us that we need not have war."

more than had been owed, taking 
a check, which was to "take care"

on the one he gave. 
The drawing had been framed, 
his source said, so that the ve.

He Looks Mild—

'Peace, Plenty And 
Freedom* Promised 
World For 4 Years

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(1P>— 
rlarry S. Truman took on leador- 
hlp of the nation for four years 
more today with a pledge to Btrlve 
or worldwide "peace, plenty and 
reedom." 
Ho took the oath at 12.29 (EST) 
ollowlng 
Vice-President 
Alben 
William Barkley's swearing In by 
Ix minutes. 
In a fighting Inaugural speech, 
e branded Communism the chief 
hreat to those "alms and the 
ircoder of war." 
It was the climactic moment of 
nauguratlon Day for the 64-year- 
old, one-time Missouri farm boy 
who, over all odds, had won a White 
House term In his own right. 
He accepted that term by plac- 
ing his left hand on Bibles open- 
ed to the Beatitudes and the Ten 
Commandments, raised his right 
hand to God, and swore to serve

Truman's voice from tlio steps of 
the cnpltol were thousands of 
Americans. By radio, millions of 
others in this country and abroad 
heard him. Television carried the 
scene as far west as the Mississip- 
pi. Stretching along Pennsylvania 
Avenue to see the after-ceremony 
parade were an estimated mil- 
lion peoplo or more. 
Mr. Truman turned from the sol- 


emn oath-taking to address the na- 
tion—and the world. 
Ho propos- 
ed two main lines of attack against 
the Communist threat. 
First, he flatly promised: "We 


will provide military advice and 
equipment to free nations which 
will cooperate with us in the main- 
tenance of peace and security." 
Second, ho .said thin country 
will undertake "a bold new pro- 
gram" to help the world's needy 
areas with American scientific 
and Industrial skill. 
To these, Mr. Truman added a 
pledge of "unfaltering support" of 


WHAT! NO PRESIDENT? 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—<JV- 
For 29 minutes today, the United 
States had no president. 
The constitution says the presi- 
dential term shall end at noon on 
Jan. 20. 
Technically, then, Harry S. 
Truman's term ended at noon and 
he was only a president-elect and 
not a president. 
He officially began his new 
term upon taking the oath at 
12:20 p. m., Eastern Standard 
time.

David said Wednesday in an at- 
tack on any form of socialized 
and state medicine. 
Dr. David, Introduced by W. P. 


Brown, druggist, spoke before mem- 
bers of the Corslcana Rotary Club 
at their regular luncheon at the 
Navarro Hotel. 
The physician asked members 
as citizens to study any proposal 
made to bring the practice of med- 
icine under either federal or state 
bureaus. 
"Is Not New" 


Dr. David said socialized medU 


cine "Is not new." He cited Its 
trial in England under the panel 
system, and pointed out 
It 
"Is 


breaking away because of the ab- 
sence of the personal element." 
The old Wagner-Murray-Dingle 


bill, which died In congressional 
committee, and the new one "un- 
der a new •name and a new ban 
ner" called "health Insurance" were 
touched on briefly. 


"This Isn't a fight of the doc- 
tors." he declared. "It Is the fight 
of

"Ask 
a man if he Is wlllincr for 


I the government to pay all of his 
doctor and hospital bills, and he 
probably will answer 'yes,'" Dr. 
David continued, "Ask him If he 
Is willing to have four percent of 
hla salary deducted each pay day 
to defray the cost, and the chances 
are he will say, 'well, I don't know 
about that'." 


Scores Report 
Dr. David rapped a voluminous 


report of Oscar R. Ewing, federal 
security administrator, who brand- 
ed the health of the United States 
| as "deplorable." 


"The World Medical Association 


says there are more doctors in the 
U. S, today than in any other coun- 
try, with the exception of-Israel," 
Dr. David said. "The reason there 
are more In Israel Is that refugees 
from other 
European 
countries 


h6.ve fled there. 
In the 
United 
States there is one doctor for ev- 
ery 1100 persons. In Israel there 
Is one for every 192. Germany to- 
day Is 10 to 15 years behind the 
U. S. In medical practice, and here 
the profession Is far superior to 
that of any other country." 
"It doesn't make any difference 
to me as a doctor," the physician 
said. "I don't have too many years 
left as a practicing physician. But 
the reason I am here Is that I want 
you to think of the future and of 
the medical men coming along In, 
our footprints, and make the path 
a little easier." 
Threat of Communism 


The doctor declared emphatic- 


ally that "there Is a threat of Com- 
munism In socialized medicine." 
He also discussed a bill known 
as the minimum requirement act 
which has been introduced In the 
state legislature. The bill sets up 
a committee of university men, 
not doctors, to examine doctors, 
chiropractors, osteopaths and oth- 
ers on four basic subjects. The ex- 
malnations must be passed before 
the applicant can practice. 


The five subjects are anatomy, 


physiology, chemistry, bacterlaol- 
ogy, hygiene and public health. 


"I don't think it an unfair prop- 


osition to require that those who 
practice know about these basic 
things," he declared.

does more. 


Most people want a feeling of 


security. An important man like a 
president, is often looked upon, al- 
though the word may not be used, 
as the "father" of his country. 


And Sigmund Freud had a theory 
that most people are forever seek- 


someone to take the place of 
their father or mother who gave 
ihem their earliest, and perhtipn 
most real, sense of security. 


It -was after they cut loose from 


home and dependency on father 
or moth'er that a deep feeling of 
insecurity sct in. 


So by contact with' an important 
man you have, if only for a little 
while, that sense of security you 
may not have had since childhood. 


Wh> people stand for hours to 
see a parade—

and 
different. 


Also, it lasts but a short time. 
When it's over, it'll over forever. 


So, again, seeing a parade gives 
a person a sense of sharing in 
something special, something which 
only those who were there could 
see. 


But there's something else. A 


parade is something that breaks in 
on the humdrum monotony of ev- 
ery day living. While looking at 
it, a person is escaping from tha 
monotony of his own life. 


At the same time, he can proj- 


ect himself into the splendor of 
it and, by taking part in it that 
way. if only by watching, he adds 
color to his life, or feels he does. 
I hope I didn't spoil anything 


here for people who Just like to 
shake a great man's paw or watch 
a parade without having to analyze 
themselves to find the reason.

burdens.

' From all over America, his back- 
ers and well-wishers came to share 
the excitement and glory of inau- 
guration day. 
They packed along the national 
capital's bunting-draped broad ave- 
nues to cheer every glimpse of the 
President. 
An air of carnival reigned. 
For a few moments, Mr. Tru- 


man turned his back on It all. 
Two hours before the oath-tak- 
ing ceremony, ho went with Mrs. 
Truman and their daughter, Mar- 
garet, to St. 
John's 
Episcopal 
church across Lafayette Park from 
the White House. 
There, he bowed his head and 
heard the Rev. C. Leslie Glen pray 
tor him, for the Congress, for so- 
cial justice, for the family of na- 
tions and for "those we love." 
' Mr. Truman was up with the 
dawn for this day of days In his 
64-year-old life. 
He found the skies clear and the 


sun breaking out with unusual win- 
ter strength, belying the weather 
man's prediction of partly cloudy. 


"It looks like old man weather 
Is going to be with us again," the 
President commented to reporters 
When he stepped out of Blair House 
at 6:60 a. m., to begin his day. 
Ho was up so early for two rea- 


sons: 1. He likes to get up early, 
and 2. He had a breakfast date 
with the surviving men who fought 
with him In "Battery D" of World 
War I days. 
These old soldiers, sitting down 
together at the Mayflower Hotel, 
ate Missouri ham and hominy grits. 


And, as old soldiers will do, they 


got off some cracks about their 
changed physical condition since 
their fighting days. 
Mr. Truman looked them over 
and opined that despite "the rub- 
ber tires around the middle" most 
of them would be able to walk the 
mile and one-quarter route of the 
inauguration parade—that Is, 
If 


they laid off the bottle. 
He admonished his old comrades: 
"After one o'clock or 25 minutes 


thereafter, I don't give a damn 
What you do, but I want wou to 
•tay sober until then." 
They grinned and, as a souvenir 


of the occasion, gave him a gold- 
headed walking stick.

It was an ideal day for th« two 


nnd one-half hours of pagentry , 
that had been building up for 
weeks. 
The weather was crisp, 


cold and sunny. 
The vast throng that Jammed 
the "Avenue of Patriots" hours 
before Mr. Truman was sworn In 
at the capitol was In a merry hol- 
iday mood, despite the long wait. 


Due to start at 1 o'clock, the In- 


augural parade did not get under 
way until almost 2 p. m., EST. 


The oath-taking ceremonies on 
the capitol steps, witnessed 
by 


some 330,000 persons, ran nearly a 
half hour behind schedule.

Mr. Truman flatly 
promised: "We will provide mil- 
itary advice and equipment to 
free nations which will cooper- 
ate with us In tho maintenance 
of peace and security." 
While tho 
president 
nowhere 
named Russia 
outright 
in

scathing attack on 
Communism, 


his words apparently ended 
any 


possibility of quick and easy com- 
promise between the Soviet Union 
and the west. 


But "in due time," he said, he 


believes "those countries 
which 


now oppose us will abandon their 
delusions and join with the free 
nations of the world in a just set- 
tlement of International 
differ- 


ences." 
That he does not consider such 


a settlement possible now he made 
clear at the very outset. The Uni- 
ted States and other non-Commu- 
nist nations, he declared, 
have 


been balked in their work for "a 
just and lasting peace" by "a re- 
gime with contrary alms and 
a 


totally different concent of life." 


"That regime adheres to a false 


philosophy which purports to offer 
freedom, .security and greater op- 
portunity to mankind," he asesrt- 
ed. "Misled by 
this 
philosophy, 


many peoples have sacrificed their 
liberty only to learn to their sor- 
row that deceit and mockery, pov- 
erty 
and tyranny, are their re- 


ward . 
"That false philosophy is Com- 
munism." 
Then he went on to 
compare 


that "false" philosophy with Dem- 
ocracy 
"Communism," he said, "Is based 


on the belief that man is so weak 
and Inadequate that he is unable 
to govern himself, and therefore 
requires tho rule of strong mas- 
ters.

conviction that man has the moral 
and intellectual capacity, as well 


as the inalienable right, to govern 
itmseif with reason and justice. 


"Communism subjects the Indivi-

cause, punishment without trial, 
and forced labor as the chattel of 
he state. It decrees what Informa- 
tion he shall receive, what art ha 
shall produce, what leaders he shall 
'ollow, and what thoughts he .hall 
think. 
"Democracy 
maintains 
that 


government Is established for the 
benefit of the Individual, and is 
charged with tho rcsponslbllty 
of protecting tho rights of the In- 
dividual and his freedom In tho 
exercise of his abilities. 
"Communism maintains that so- 


cial wrongs can be corrected only 
by violence. 
"Democracy has proved that so- 
cial justice can be achieved through 
peaceful change. 


"Communism 
holds that 
the 


world is so deeply divided into op- 
posing classes that war is Inevita- 
ble. 


"Democracy holds that free na- 


tions can settle differences justly 
and maintain lasting peace." 
Mr, Truman said he stated : Is 


concept of the differences between 
"Communism and Democracy" not 
to draw Issues of belief as such, but 
because the actions resulting fror.i 
the Communist philosophy are 
a 
threat to the efforts of free na- 
tions to bring about world recov- 
ery and lasting peace."

while much progress has

"We 
have beaten back despair and de- 
featism. We have saved a number 
of countries from losing f:eir lib- 
erty. Hundreds of millions of peo- 
ple all over the world now agree 
with us, that we need not 
have 


war—that we can have peace. 


"The Initiative is ours. 
"We are moving on with other 


nations to build an even stronger 
structure of international order 
and justice. We shall have as our 
partners countries which, no long- 
er solely concerned with the prob- 
lem of national survival, are now 
working to improve the standards 
of living of all their people. 
We 


are ready to undertake new pro- 
jects to strengthen the free wort.'." 
Then with another slap at Com- 
munism and its dairy .hat 
It 
raises living standards, Mr. Tru- 
man said: 
"Democracy alone can 
supply 


the 
vitalizing force to stir 
the 


peoples of the world into triumph-

To carry out these policies suc- 


cessfully, he added, the 
United 


States must keep itself strong and 
prosperous.

Ijy the morbidity report just re- 
leased by Dr. Geo. W. Cox, state 
health officer, showing the year's 
totals on on communicable dis- 
eases. 


Comparing the 19-18 figures with 


the totals, of 1947, a great reduction 
is shown in some of the majoi 
health hazards. 
For Instance, in 


1847 there were 1,125 coses of dipt- 
thcria, while In 1948 the total had 
dropped to 924. This was 924 cases 
too many, since none of them need 
have occurred If the persons had 
been immunized. This same state- 
ment applies to smallpox, in which 
the total dropped from 15 cases to 
4 
Vaccination would have pro- 
vented the incidence of even ono 
case of smallpox. 
Typhoid fever 


remained at a comparative stand- 
still, with 317 cases being report- 
ed in 1947 and 318 in the 
past 
year. 
Those typhoid cases could 


also have been prevented by Im- 
munization. 


The resultg of malaria and ty- 


phus control work throughout the 
state is reflected in the total num- 
ber of cases for 1947 and 1948. Ma- 
laria dropped from 4,729 to 3,577, 
.">.nd typhus was cut nearly In half 
with the total falling from 610 to 
344. 


Dysentery continues to be a ser- 


ious problem in public health in 
Tcxns. The incidence of this dis- 
ease jumped from 15,863 in 1947 to 
20,920 during the past year. 
In- 


fluenza dropped off from 116,564 
to 76,823, and mumps waa reduced 
by nearly half, from 17,202 in 1947 
to 9,808 in the past year. 


Dr. Cox emphasized that while 
ther.1; are many diseases like pollo- 
myrlitals a;;ainst which there is no 
specific, protection, it Is a tragic 
mistake for any person to be al- 
lowed to have diphtheria, smallpox 
or typhoid fever, when ho can be 
completely protected through the 
simple means of immunization.

.The 52-20 Club, about which raged so much protest from those 


who were not eligible for membership, Is on Its way out 


The club was so named because soldiers homo from the 
wan 


were entitled to $20 a week for 52 weeks If they couldn't find a 
Job. The loud protest came from those who didn't go to war, ac- 
cording to W. B. Bcedy. 


On July 25, 1949 this particular grant to the ex-soldier will come 


to an end for about 66.60 percent of the veterans. 


Reedy, head of the Corslcana office of the Texas Employment 


Service, said the soldier was entitled to draw tho compensation 
during two years after date of his 'discharge, or two years from 
the date hostilities were declared ended, whichever date was la- 
ter. This date was July 25, 1947 


Reedy, Incidentally, fairly well punctured tho 
contention of 


those who mumbled In their beards about the compensation that 
every soldier got right out of army Into the lap of luxury—$20 a 
week luxury, of course. 


He pointed out that since tho act became effective on Sopt. 4, 


1944 less than ono holt of tho total number of potential claimant* 
for benefits ever filed a claim. That Is on a Texas basis. 


Rccdy said a check of loco! figures has not been made lately, 


but It Is expected to follow the stato trend. In July, 1947, however, 
a check made hero revealed that of a total of 1,200 veterans who 
had filed claims for the money, less than 50 had exhausted their 
benefits. 
"In other words," Reedy said, "out of » total potential of ap- 


proximately 811,000 Texas men and boys who saw military service 
during the qualifying pcrlqd, Sept 16, 1940 to July 25, 1947, only 
approximately 890,000 over filed even the claim for benefits. 


"Of tho 390,000 who dl,( file their Initial claim, only about 14 per 
cent have exhausted their benefits. This bolls down to a figure of 
less than seven percent of the total cllglblcs drawing out the max- 
imum benefits. 


"The figures do not take Into consideration tho fact that several 


thousand veterans filed the initial claim, but were employed or 
dropped their claims before receiving any benefit payments."

COLLEGE STATION, Jan. 20— 


</P>—D. R. Ergle, A. and M, College 
chemist, said today his 
experi- 


ments with the renowned weed 
killer. 2, 4-D, Indicate that even 
extremely small amounts damage 
cotton plants. 


He found no evidence that the 
weed killer might be used In any 
way to benefit cotton, 
Ergle was a speaker at a two- 
day short course which opened 
at A. and M. today on the use and 
application of 2, 4-D weed killer. 
He is a chemist In the department 
of plant physiology and pathology 
and has conducted 
experiments 


to test whether 2, 4-D might, In 
minute amounts, be used to stim- 
ulate the production 
of 
cotton 
plants. 
Another speaker wai Dr. L. 8. 
Evans, agronomist of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
bureau of 
plant industry, 
soils 
and 
agricultural 
engineering", 


Beltsville, Md. Dr. Evans said 2,- 
4-D Is now the most widely used 
weed killing chemical in the United 
States. "It is not a poison, in the 
ordinary sense, but a hormone-like 
material that causes serious dis- 
turbances In plants. These growth- 
regulating substances cause mark- 
ed changes in the plant's form 
and function, even from minute 
quantities. 
M. K. Thornton, extension ag- 


ricultural chemist at A. and M., 
said: "I think you can safely say 
that any time 2, 4-D sprays are 
released In the air in the proxim- 
ity of a cotton field down wind, 
WB can be reasonably sure some 
damage will result." 
Edgar C. Tullis, plant pathol- 


ogist for the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture at Beau- 
mont, 
gave 
statistical informa- 
tion concerning the lateral drift 
of 2. 4-D when the weed killer Is 
released from 
planes. 
D. D. Clinton, Harris county ag- 


ricultural agent at Houston, said: 
"The 
cotton farmer Is an estab- 
lished citizen of this area and the 
rice farmer cannot afford the in- 
discriminate use of 2, 4-D, there- 
by driving the cotton farmer out 
of business in the rice belt. Rica 
farmers have voluntarily discon- 
tinued the use of 2, 4D In dust 
form and In all probability will 
discontinue the use 
of airplane 


methods of dusting in 1949, The 
rank and file of rice farmers do 
not want to hurt their neighbors 
who are cotton farmers."
